Council considers 
annual event 


Festival '79, the cultural 
portion of the recent Alberta 
Summer Games here in St. 
Albert, may become a per- 
manent event if some city 
hall people have their way. 

“Festival '79 is the first of 
what is hoped to be the series 
of a long list of events that'll 
make St. Albert, if it’s not 
too ambitious, the cultural 
centre of Alberta,’’ City 
Manager Bob Byron told 


council Monday night. 
Heritage Day showed ‘‘the 
beginnings of being a very 
important event,’’ added 
Alderman Roger Ayotte. 
‘We've finally got a vehicle. 
Let’s do something with it.”’ 
He said he wasn’t satisfied 
with present use of the 
grounds where the Day was 
held, Lacombe Park and 
Lake, and he hoped that the 
gity might provide funding to 
make the area more suitable 


Bus order 
sparks debate

Agreeing to buy three 
more buses that are badly 
needed didn't seem so 
difficult but city council 
spent more than 30 minutes 
arguing about it last Monday 
night. 

Most of the opposition 
came from Alderman Lies- 
beth Bakker, normally a 
supporter of public transit. 
Mrs. Bakker didn’t oppose 
purchasing the buses. She 
objected to buying ‘'the little 
single ones."’ 

Articulated buses -- the 
ones that look like they’re 
split in half with an accordian 
in the middle -- are the 
answer, Mrs. Bakker said, 
especially for the St. Albert- 
Edmonton route. 

The gas shortage south of 
the border, or as she termed 
it, ‘the stirring of a very ugly 
dragon in the states,’’ means 
that public transit is now in 
vogue. American cities have 


exhausted the U.S. supply of 

buses and are now buying 
Canadian ones, she said, 
thereby making it impossible 
for cities like St. Albert to get 
quick delivery of the normal 
sized buses. 

As a result, she said, 
articulated buses may be the 
only answer. They're also 
more economical because 
they're one and one-half the 
size of normal buses yet only 
require one driver each and 
use less fuel per passenger 
than a comparable choice 

“St. Albert has lost its 
innovative approach to tran- 
sit,’’ she said, reminding the 
other aldermen that the city 
first looked at articulated 
buses more than five years 
ago, 

Other members of council 
agreed that the new kind of 
buses might be the answer 
but since only a few of them 
are in use in Alberta, not 
Please Turn to Page A2 


for various community ev- 
ents. 

Asked where funding for 
such future projects might 
come, Mr. Byron said ‘‘un- 
doubtedly the city will be 
involved’ but recent support 
at the Games indicated that 
St. Albert residents them- 
selves would stand behind 
any such enterprise.

Council surprises 


drive-in owner

The St. Albert Drive-In 
Theatre's owner was shocked 
by city council's decision 
Monday night to give third 
and final reading to a bylaw 
requesting the Lieutenant 
Governor to ban restricted 
movies from the theatre. 

“I don't know why they 
rushed it so fast,’’ said 
Albert Hauptman., ‘I didn’t 
expect this until Septem- 
ber." 

In an interview Tuesday, 
Mr. Hauptman said he'd 
planned to make some kind 
of representation to council 
when the matter arose again, 
but he'd never expected the 
city to give second and third 
readings to their byiaw so 
soon. 

The bylaw asking the 
Lieutenant Governor to clas- 
sify the place as a *‘Des- 
ignated Drive-In Theatre"’ 
comes in response to resi- 
dent complaints about the 
nude scenes and foul lan- 
guage at the theatre. In 
appearances at council 
meetings, they've complain- 
ed that their back windows 
offer a clear view of the 
theatre's viewing screen, 
making it impossible to 
shield the scenes from 
younger, more impression- 
able eyes. 

“There's only about four 
people affected,’’ retorts Mr. 
Hauptman, adding that resi- 
dents are ‘‘going about 
designating it on a moral

Bridge design study 


gets nod 


St. Albert could have a 
fourth Perron Street Bridge 
within the next year. 

At Monday night's meet- 
ing, city council approved a 
$35,000 design study to 
replace the existing structure 
which dates back several 
decades. The original bridge 
on the site, reported to be the 
first one west of Winnipeg, 
was built in 1862 by Father 
Lacombe and friends, 

In approving the study, 
council was acting on re- 
commendations from City 
Engineer Don Corrigan and 
the Committee of the Whole. 
“It is recommended,’’ Mr. 
Corrigan wrote to City 
Manager Bob Byron, ‘‘that 


We proceed with design of ° 


the bridge so that it can be 
replaced in 1980." 
Construction costs are 
estimated at $800,000. Part 
of that amount, Mr. Corrigan 
reports, can probably be 
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obtained from the province 
under its Arterial Roadway 
Program. 

He notes that at present, 
‘The bridge condition is 
considered poor. The abut- 
ments were temporarily re- 
paired two years ago to add a 
few more years life to the 
foundation, The four batter 
posts are badly deteriorated 
at sidewalk level and several 
girders (verticals and later- 
als) are twisted and/or badly 
bent.”’ 

In voting for the design 
study, council also agreed to 
consider some method of 
saving the existing structure 
for historical reasons. Arlene 
Borgstede, president of the 
St. Albert Historical Society, 
said later that because the 
bridge has been rebuilt so 
many times it’s actually the 
site and not the structure 
that has the real historical 
significance. 
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Province pulls up sho7t 
Preventative 


Services 
budget cut 


An over estimation of 
funding from the province 
will mean that several local 
Preventative Social Service 
(PSS) programs must be 
eliminated or reduced. 

City council learned at 
their August 20 meeting that 
the provincial director of 
PSS, Dennis Maier, has only 
allowed Alberta municipal- 
ities a six per cent budget 
increase. 

As a result, council was 
forced to ratify a revised 
1979/80 local PSS budget 
that eliminates $15,390, 
thereby bringing it in line 
with provincial allowances. 

The programs most dra- 
matically affected are: Senior 
Citizens Centre, losing all of 
its $5,070; Teen Centre, 
losing all of its $2,560; and 
Mother's Day Out, losing 
$3,200 of its $9,080 allow- 
ance. 

Administration funds have 
also been reduced, largely by

cutting travel, car allowance 
and subsistance portions of 
their budgets. 

The city’s superintendent 
of social services, Charles 
Gale, noted in his revised 
budget proposal that, ‘‘The 
allowable six per cent inc- 
rease is a_ considerable 
deterrant to the future de- 
velopment of our social ser 
vices program.” 

Council agreed, noting 
that in the cases of the Senior 
Citizens and Teen Centres, 
the only remaining funding 
will come from the city's 
utility payments. Other eff- 
orts will be made to provide 
some extra municipal fun- 
ding and council will be 
trying to get the province to 
revise its six per cent cut-off. 

The present limit, said 
Alderman Bill Shields, pen- 
alizes communities which are 
growing faster than six per 
cent.

Continued From Page A 1 
enough information about 
them is available yet. Also 
special servicing equipment 
would be required for the 
European-made vehicles.

buses are, indeed, in short 
supply in Canada. Delivery 
of the conventional buses 
could take 10 to 12 months 
Council approved purch- 
ase of the three buses and 
agreed to consider buying 
articulated vehicles in the 
future. Mrs, Bakker voted for 
the motion, saying she was 
pleased that council wasn't 
going to ‘throw the articula- 
ted buses out the window. 


Yellow isn’t mellow, 
says council 


If you're no fan of yellow 
Street lighting, then city 
council's decision on them 
Monday night should make 
you happy. 

Acting on a Committee of 
the Whole recommendation, 
council agreed to ban the 
lights from residential 
Streets and collector roads 
because homeowners may 
find them objectionable. 

At the committee meeting 


last week, the members 
agreed that the yellow 
sodium vapor lighting could 
use as much as 40 percent 
less electricity than the 
conventional mercury vapor 
lights but, they said, ‘it's an 
aesthetic question versus 
dollars,"’ R 

The sodium lighting is still 
permitted on the city’s 
arterial roadways. 


A Great Canadian 
is laid to rest today 


Who will be our watchdog now? 


That was the first thought that flashed through 
my mind as the news came over the radio that 
John Diefenbaker was dead. Who now will 
stand on guard for Canadians lest any action 
be taken to erode the power of our parliament, 
the basic pillar of our democracy. 


Who will come to the defense of the poor and 
illiterate among us, that they may have justice 
under our laws equal to that of the greatest. 
John Diefenbaker was a lonely voice protesting 
in the House of Commons the internment of 
Japanese Canadians in World War 11, and 
great was the criticism heaped upon him. 


Also remembered in those early moments was 
something surprising to me _ during the 
campaign which swept him to the greatest 
majority ever enjoyed by a Canadian Prime 
Minister. It happened in 1958 when Dief was 
campaigning in Ontario. In Ontario, not 
Saskatchewan, people would come up and 
touch his arm or shoulder - even his coat, and 
say “Il just wanted to touch you Mr. 
Diefenbaker.” The common people sensed his 
deep feeling for them, and instinctively trusted 
him. 

When he was wrong they forgave him, and | 
believe it was because, ag was said in his 
eulogy at the funeral services, - “He was 
sometimes on the wrong side - but he was 
never on the side of wrong.” 

Standing the day after his death on an 
observation point overlooking Diefenbaker 
Lake, with the Gardiner Dam the next stop, | 
thought about growing up in South Sask- 
atchewan in the thirties, and about the two 
men. 

Jimmy Gardiner was a strong performer on the 
hustings, and had the ability to build an 
exceedingly strong Liberal party machine. 
Diefenbaker, with his ready wit, and often 
cutting retorts, was also a_ formidable 
campaigner, but was scornful of Gardiner's 
“pork barrel” politics. He preferred to bulldoze 
his way through directly to the people, paying 
not enough heed to the wishes and the 
maneuverings of his Conservative Party. His 
stubborness and his inability to work with the 
party hierarchy would later be his undoing. 


The Dam-Lake project on the South Sask- 
atchew River was a tremendous undertaking, 
completed after nine years work in 1967. It has 
proved a great blessing to a large portion of 
the Province. 

There are some writers and commentators who 
are saying that it is impossible to judge how 
history wili record the career of John George 
Diefenbaker. The thousands upon thousands of 
Canadians who stood and waited for hours just 
to see his train go by, and make a gesture of 
their respect, have already given indication of 
how the future will judge the chief. 


The principles he held fast throughout a long 
life, and despite the many failures and 
frustrations that marked his determined 
strivings, may be considered by many in 
modern society to be old fashioned. 


Modern society has chosen to elevate youth 
over age and thereby have the young lost an 
appreciation for the value of learning wisdom 
at the feet of their elders. 


Honesty, determination, a sense of humour, 
faith in God, courage to fight for his beliefs, 
compassion for the underdog, and a deep 
respect for justice and fair play - these are 
virtues that carry the seed of greatness. 


We have today laid to rest a man of the people 
who, | am persuaded,. will go down in the 
history of our land, and of many other lands, as 
a great Canadian.

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Canada following States 
into economically slow period 


Canada is following the 
United States into a period of 
economic slowdown or re- 
cession, says the Bank of 
Montreal's August Business 
Review. 

Following an extraordin- 
arily long period of economic 
expansion, it now appears 
that ‘The U.S. economy has 
gone into recession,’’ Econ- 
omic growth fell at an annual 


rate of 3.3 percent in the 
second quarter of this year 
after a weak gain of only 1.1 
percent in the first three 
months, 

The major U.S. indicators 
all point to weakness, says 
the Review. After being 
strong last year, ‘‘job growth 
is decidedly weak.'’ With 
inflation cutting deeply into 
spending power, retail sales 
have ‘‘turned abruptly wea- 


Hospitals entering 


political arena 


The annual convention of 
the Alberta Hospital Asso- 
ciation, slated for Calgary 
November 28 - 30, appears to 
have added a new dimension 
this year. 

A story in the Associa- 
tion's newsletter ‘*Hospit- 
alta’’ states that ‘The time 
has come for hospitals to 
enter the political arena, to 
be true to their conscience, to 
stop reacting, and to start 
initiating positive action to 
ensure that the quality of 
patient care in Alberta will 
be safeguarded," 

The story goes on to say 
that hospital administrators 
and trustees must acquire a 
knowledge of the political 
process in order that their 
“‘non-partisan”’ action can be 
organized and directed, Del- 
egates to the convention will 
determine how and to what 
extent they will proceed with 
political activism, 

Reason for the decision to 
put politics on the agenda is 
explained by pointing out the 
‘stifling effect’’ recent gov- 


ernment policies have had on 
health care in Alberta. As 
part of the ‘establishment of 
government philosophy dic- 
tating that the growth of 
health care expenditures 
must be contained ... new 
ideas, programs, and ser- 
vices proposed by hospitals 
have not been expanded to 
meet demand, Health care 
consumers have not been 
aware of the effects that 
political decisions have had 
on their health care system."’ 

Speakers scheduled for the 
November convention that 
have been confirmed to date 
are: Judge E, N. Hughes, 
former Canadian Hospitals 
Association president (key- 
note address - ‘‘Politics and 
Patient Care’’), Dr. Rodney 
Schneck, Department of 
Business Administration, U 
of A, (‘Board Autonomy’), 
Dr. Leland, University of 
Colorado Medical School, 
(‘Fighting Trustees Need- 
ed’') and Health Minister 
Dave Russell. 
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ker,’’ especially car sales. 
Falling real incomes have 
also cut into housing sales as 
have sharply rising house 
prices and mortgage rates. 

While the gas shortage in 
the United States has been 
an obvious negative factor 
over the past few months, 
the build up of stresses in the 
late stages of the expansion - 
principally inflation - meant 
that ‘considerable weakness 
would have emerged in any 
event,” 

In Canada, the impressive 
7.2 percent annualized rate 
of growth in the first quarter 
was largely the result of 
rapid inventory building and 
the dipping into savings by 
consumers, Neither of these 
are likely to sustain growth 
from now on, In fact, says the 
Review, from ‘the looks of 
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many of the monthly indica- 
tors, the gain (in the second 
quarter) will be marginal at 
best and possibly even nega- 
tive.’’ Employment growth 
has slowed, purchasing pow- 
er is badly eroded by 
inflation, exports are suffer 
ing from the U.S. slowdown 
the previous vitality in 
manufacturing output is on 
the wane, and the housing 
sector is depressed. 

The Review argues that ''a 
significant push on the 
monetary and fiscal policy 
levers’’ in an attempt to 
counteract the emerging 
recessionary period would 
‘exacerbate the inflation 
problem."’ Expansionary po- 
licies would also put down 
ward pressure on the dollar 
and increase the size of the 
government's deficit. 
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Fire vandals 
anger church 


Braeside Presbyterian 
Church is going to get tough 
with teen-age vandals. 

‘We're definitely going to 
prosecute next time,’’ says 
the church’s lay leader, Bill 
Bissonnette. ‘‘The Christian 


thing to do is to take the kids 


home and .talk to their 
parents but this time it’s 
gone beyond that." 

‘This time’ means last 
week's fire at the church on 
Bernard Drive when a sign, a 
railing and several cedar 
shingles on the side of the 
church were set on fire. 

‘Before, garbage has 
been thrown around and 
windows have been broken 
but arson is a whole different 
matter.”’ 

Mr. Bissonnette noted that 
just 20 minutes before last 


week's fire was set, the 
church was filled with 60 
children for vacation bible 
classes. At the time of the 
fire his wife was alone in the 
building. 

The damage to the church 
might have been far worse, 
Mr. Bissonnette said, if 
neighbours and passing mo- 
torists hadn't called the fire 
department and using an 
extinguisher on the blaze. 

Since the incident ‘‘We've 
been maintaining a bit of a 
vigilante patrol in the even- 
ings,’’ he said. Already 
teen-agers have been found 
drinking around the church 
and leaving bottles and 
debris on the property. 

‘We're looking at a new 
$250,000 church. What’'ll we 
do then, hire guards?"’ 


Unfortunately, Mr. Biss- 
onnette says, incidents like 
that at Braeside are ‘‘a sign 
of the times. It becomes a 
normal thing."’ He said he's 
hoping vandalism will de- 
crease when school begins in 
a couple of weeks. ‘'They're 
doing it because they're 
bored out of their minds 
because they've got nothing 
to do until school starts 
again."’ 

‘That's right,’’ says Ser- 
geant Ron Lawrence of the 
St. Albert detachment of the 
RCMP. ‘'There's a big, big 
difference when kids go back 
to school. You give a kid even 
24 hours with nothing to do 
and something will happen."’ 
He said the incident at 
Braeside Church was one of 
several lately but it’s typical 
for this time of year. 


Terminal approved, 


City Council approved 
construction of a $95,000 
indoor bus terminal Monday 
night despite claims from 
Alderman Liesbeth Bakker 
that the project could be an 
“unmitigated disaster."’ 

The terminal building, to 
be located east of the present 
Grange Drive-Gervais Road 
outdoor bus facility, will be 
about 40 feet from the 
cement islands where pass- 
engers will board buses. 

That distance from the 
terminal to the islands, Mrs. 
Bakker said, will be a 
dangerous one, ‘People in a 
hurry will have to cross in 
front of every bus in the 
terminal.”’ 

Mrs. Bakker suggested 
that the terminal building 
should be located on one of 
the two cement islands, thus 
placing bus patrons right 
next to the boarding plat- 
forms. She admitted, how- 
ever, that this plan could be 
costly because installation of 
the necessary underground- 
ing servicing would require 
tearing up the blacktop that’s 
already there. 

‘It causes me a bit of 
dismay,"’ responded Alder- 
man Barry Breadner, ‘‘when 
nit-picky alternatives, at 
least I believe, are put 
forward at this time.’’ He 
noted that it had been 
stressed that if the terminal 
was to be built before winter, 
plans for it must be approved 
quickly. : 

‘*We have to get some- 
thing in this winter,’ added 
Alderman Margaret Smith. 


“There's no way that council 
can approve this (Mrs. 
Bakker's alternative) without 
a two week delay."’ 
Alderman Roger Ayotte 
suggested that pedestrian 
crossing areas might elim- 
inate Mrs. Bakker's fears 
about traffic hazards. ‘'l 


would much rather that 
people had a designated 
crosswalk at the top of each 
island,"’ he said. 

Mrs. Bakker rejected his 
plan, saying *'I would suge-

Day care subsidy policy set 


City Council has approved 
a policy for subsidizing day 
care in St. Albert, including 
guidelines for eligibility, fees 
and administration. 

The prime criteria for use 
of day care will be net family 
income levels but priority 
will also be given to families 
with only one parent, with 
children having special be- 
havioral problems or with 
parents with special medical 
needs. 

For the first year, the 
minimum charge for day care 
in the city will be $20 per 
child per month and the 
maximum will be $210 per 
child per month. An after- 
four program from Septem- 
ber 1 to June 30 can ask for 
as much as $95 per child per 
month and an after-four pro- 
gram from July 1 to August 
31 can charge $189 per child 
per month, 

A grid of income ‘turning 
points’ has also been in- 
cluded in the one agreement, 
setting out levels of income

O Please send Brochure ($2.00 enclosed) 
O Would like representative to call, 


Thumbin’a ride 


around the world

Hitch hiking is considered 
to be a cheap and convenient 
way of going from city to city 
or around the country, but 
it’s not often that one finds 
someone who has decided 
hitch hiking is the best way 
to travel around the world -- 
literally. 

For Judy Anderson, 26, 
hitch hiking has become a 
way of life, and after 20 
months on the road, you 
could consider her a hitch 
hiking expert. 

A native of Dowerin in 
Western Australia, she dr- 
opped into St. Albert last 
week to visit with friends she 
had met during her travels in 
England. 

She's no ordinary hitch 
hiker, sticking out her thumb 
and accepting any ride that 
happens to come along, she's 
become selective and ex- 
tremely proficient. 

**I don't just jump into a 
car and I have refused 
rides,’ she said. ‘‘One 
develops an ability to assess 
a good or bad ride. Some- 
times with men you can tell 
they want to provide more 
than the ride, but I just make 
it clear where I stand and 
usually tell them I'm ex- 
pected somewhere or have 
friends waiting." 

Miss Anderson's no novice 
at hitch hiking having tra- 
velled since she was 18. This 
is her first large scale 
expedition though she says it 
may be difficult for her to 
return home and take up a 
more traditional way of life. 

‘I think I'll be able to do it 
for a while but after a few 
years I think I might want to 
move on again. I know I'll be 
going back home not having 
seen many countries I would 
have liked to." 

Her parents, she said, 
were very supportive when 
she broke the news about the 
trip to them, and while she’s 
never been homesick, her 
parents now write her letters 
asking when she'll be coming 
home. She says she'll pro- 
bably go home at the end of 
this year or when she runs 
out of money, whichever 
comes first. 

A social worker by pro- 
fession, she saved for nine 
months before venturing out 
on her trip. On $5,000, and 
by carefully managing her 
money, she’s so far, only 
spent $4,000. 

Miss Anderson travels 
light, carrying 30 pounds in 


her back pack which contains 
a sleeping bag, ground sheet 
and at times, a small cook 
stove. Her wardrobe consists 
of two pairs of jeans, two 
summer and winter tops, 
shoes and a parka. 

“I've had to give up some 
of the luxuries, like deo- 
dorant, make-up and a bath 
and change of clothes when- 
ever I want,’’ she said. ‘‘The 
reason, I think, I've been 
able to manage so long is 
that I've learned to budget 
carefully, eating only the 
most economical of foods, 
avoiding meat, sleeping out 
whenever I can and not 
buying any new clothes." 

She carries only a few 
toiletries, a bottle of sham- 
poo and conditioner and 
some face cream. She's also 
been able to avoid one of the 
worst tourist traps going -- 
souvenirs. 

“| couldn't afford them to 
begin with and second of all, 
they'd be too heavy to carry 
around."* 

Hitch hiking, she claims, 
has given her a great 
opportunity to meet all kinds 
of people with interesting 
tales to tell and despite her 
long stay on the road, she 
says she’s never encountered 
any problems, ‘'I'm sure I've 
been in some potentially 
tricky situations and I've met 
travellers who have had bad 
experiences, but I haven't 
had any problems.’’ She 
claims that she’s never 
waited long for rides, and 
listens to what the locals may 
say about the area has 
helped her. 

She's travelled in cars, 
vans, and even spent five 
months travelling with fr- 
iends in a truck around 
Africa, but has never been 
offered a ride on a motor- 
bike. Many are surprised at 
the length of time she’s been 
on the road. 

As vehicles don’t move on 
water, she’s been forced to 
take planes when crossing 
large bodies of water. When 
she left Australia, she flew to 
Malaysia and then Greece. 
Since starting her travels, 
she’s been to Egypt, Swit- 
zerland, through France, 
England, Scotland and Wal- 
es. She uses London as a 
base, though she’s never 
stayed there longer than 
three weeks at a time. 

Three to five months is all 
the time she'll usually spend 
in a country and she decided 
to come to Canada after 


having met some Canadian 
travellers on the road. Her 
stay in Canada has taken her 
to Ontario, Quebec, Van- 
couver, the mountains and 
Edmonton. She even mana- 
ged to slip down to the 
United States for two weeks. 

She returned to Toronto 
this week, and after spend- 
ing some time with friends 
there, she'll move on to the 
Maritimes and then back to 
London. 

Miss Anderson admits that 
her way of travelling may not 
be for everyone, but offers 
this little piece of advice to 
anyone who may want to try 
it. 

**You have to be adapt- 
able. Take every situation as 
it comes and accept it for 
what it is. There are a lot of 
different things to see out 
there, and if you aren't 
prepared to take them in 
stride then you'd better stay 
home."' 


Yellowhead

A report out of the Yell- 
owhead Interprovincial Hi- 
ghway Association makes 
travel via that route appear 
much superior to that along 
its southern counterpart, the 
Trans-Canada. 

Statistics quoted in the 
report show that the Trans- 
Canada suffered through 179 
closures in a three year 
period ending March 31, 
1979 while the Yellowhead 
route recorded none at all, 
The statistics apply to moun- 
tain parks only. 

The report says Yellow- 
head communities are ex- 
periencing increasing vol- 
umes of tourist traffic and 
also suggests truckers and 
bus drivers using the north- 
ern route have little cause to 
fear costly road closures as 
experienced on the southern 
route.

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St. Albert's Bruin Inn: 
94 years of memories

In the 1950's when St. 
Albert's population was less 
than 2,000, at least 600 


would be downing a beer at} 
the Bruin Inn on a Friday or 
Saturday night. 

**People would be lined up 
at the door, down the street 
and across 


the (Perron 
Street) bridge to the chapel, 
just to get a drink,’’ says 
Albert Hauptman, whose 
family owned and operated 
the Bruin for almost 30 
years. 

In those days there was no 
highway and the hotel was 
right along St. Albert's main 
road: a dirt-covered Perron 
Street. Large crowds gath- 
ered at the hotel, Mr. 
Hauptman said, because 
liquor laws then prohibited 
mixed drinking in Edmonton 
but allowed it in rural areas 
like St. Albert. ‘‘So if you 
wanted to sit down with a 
woman for a drink, you had 
to head for the country."’ 

‘The crowds would just 
flock out here,’’ he said. 

ey'd sit down anywhere, 
on people's laps or on boxes., 
Some people would buy a 


couple of cases of beer just to 
have something to sit on, and 
then spend the night drink- 


| ing them up." 


In those days, Mr. Haupt- 
man said, the hotel would go 
through five kegs of beer 
during the week but then 
another SO over the weekend. 
**We had 17 waiters working 
the weekend shifts."’ 

The Bruin Inn's accoun- 
tant, Jean Moore, says she 
can still remember several 
details from that period. ‘‘It 
had one of the biggest floor 
spaces for drinking in Al- 
berta then."’ 

Mrs. Moore said the 
drinking area was quite 
modern by 1950 standards 
since extensive renovations 
had just been completed in 
1948. Much of the present 
northerly half of the bar and 
dance floor were added and 
indoor toilets installed. 

A water line from Edmon- 
ton was also completed 
during the fifties, making it 
much easier for the hotel to 
handle the weekend crowd of 
drinkers, Up until then, Mrs. 
Moore said, all water had to 
be hauled in and stored. 


The present Bruin Inn was 
built in the early 1930's but 
hotels on the site date back 
almost 100 years. The St. 
Albert Hotel was constructed 
there in 1885 and operated 
by David Chevigny. Thirteen 
years later, Mr. Hauptman 
said, it was destroyed in the 
first of several fires and 
rebuilt by Nazaire Asselin 
and E. Chevigny. 

The second fire in the early 
thirties led to the present 
Bruin Inn. A third fire in 
1971 didn’t destroy the hotel, 
but led to further renovations 
in the upstairs rooms. 

Mr. Hauptman said the 
1930's fire started in the 
basement heating system, 
sending gas to the upper 
floor and attic, ‘‘It was a 
miserably cold January day. 
The pilot light had gone out 
about 7 a.m. and a couple of 
hours later things were going 
pretty good.’’ An upstairs 
office and one room were 
gutted, but the rest of the 
Bruin survived. 

“Everybody said ‘here's 
the Bruin going down again’ 
but a few hours later we had 
tradesmen here and we were 
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back in business by the next 
morning.” 

In its earliest years the 
Bruin (or St. Albert Hotel) 
had competition from at least 
two other places. In 1890 the 
Astoria Hotel was built 
where the Bank of Montreal 
now stands. It burned in 1911 
and was replaced by the 
Royal Hotel, which lasted for 
several more years. Mr. 
Hauptman says a second 
operation, DerMarco’s Hot- 
el, did business at 75 Mission 
Avenue for some time. 

There's very little of the 
St. Albert Hotel or early 
Bruin Inn still around. Mr. 
Hauptman says he has a 
painting and a clock from the 
first hotel, but almost every- 
thing in the Bruin now has 
come since the 1940's. 

With one exception. Sev- 
eral chairs in front of the 
present bar date back to 1933 
when they were brought over 
from Poland. ‘‘I just never 
bothered to replace them 
while I owned or managed 
the place,’’ Mr. Hauptman 
said. Nor has the Bruin’s 
present manager and owner, 
Ben Starkman, or his part- 
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ners, mother Molly, brother 
Ben and brother-in-law Jack 
Soroka. 

Mr. Hauptman says many 
people have suggested over 
the years that the old chairs 
should go, replaced by 
something a little more 
modern and elegant. ‘‘But I 
always had a philosophy 
about them. I figured if they 
were too dressy a working 
man couldn't come in and 
relax in them. The way they 
are, he can sit down and have 
a comfortable beer."’ 

The hotel's present Klon- 
dike motif dates from the last 
renovations in 1969-70. 
Paintings of western dancing 
and bar girls adorn the walls 
and old-style, swinging doors 
complement the decor. 

Upstairs the stucco walls 
and ceilings, complete with 
dark wooden beams, recall 
old Spain or Mexico. Mr. 
Starkman and Mrs. Moore's 
office is decorated with a 
huge Aztec design that sets 
the tone for the whole floor. 

The rooms certainly aren't 
luxurious but at seven to 10 
dollars a night they’re 
reasonable. Mrs. Moore says 


the ‘Almost New"’ shop will 
again be open from 1 to 3 
p.m. Drop in and pick up

which remains open later. 


most of the hotel's overnight 
clientele are workers sta- 
tioned in the area tempor- 
arily. Highway travellers 
usually don't come there, she 
said, because it’s too far off 
the beaten path. 

The Bruin Inn's days of 
being a well-known hotel are 
probably over. No desk man 
works in the lobby anymore 
and the stone fireplace that 
served as a friendly meeting 
place is unused. Liquor laws 
have made it impossible to 
cram 600 people into the bar 
on a Saturday night and St. 
Albert has grown far too 
large to fit its population in at 
any time. 

But it’s still a popular 
place, especially with week- 
end entertainment now. 
Crowds don't stretch across 
the bridge, but they're large 
enough to fill most of the 
chairs on a Friday afternoon 
or evening. Even after 
almost 100 years, it'll pro- 
bably be a long while yet 
before the Bruin closes its 
doors for good.

most inhumane conditions in 
the camp, even though Hong 
Kong is considered to have 
some of the better refugee 
camps. 

“*Men were always getting 
beat up by the guards and 
there was never enough food 
or medicine,’’ said Mr. 
Hoang. ‘‘When we were able 
to sneak in some food, like 
noodles, it was alright, but if 
the guards caught us they 
would throw sand in it or 
confiscate it for themsel- 
ves,"’ 

“*Men who were able to 
get cigarettes and were 
caught were often ordered to 
eat them while they were lit. 
Sick children could have no 
medicine and many died, as 
there would always be long 
lines to see whatever medical 


help was available."’ 

The Hoang family isn’t as 
lucky as many others who've 
come to Canada. They're 
unsponsored and as such, 
must find work and a place to 
live on their own. 

The Department of Em- 
ployment and Immigration 
has resettled them in Calgary 
and will give them a place to 
live and support them fin- 
ancially for only one month. 
After that, it’s up to them to 
make their way in their new 
country. 

Everything is all very new 
to them, but they welcome 
Canadian’ kindness and 
friendship and are deter- 
mined to contribute some- 
thing to the country which 
has adopted them. Here at 
least, no matter how difficult 

it may be at first, they say 
they now have a future. 

“‘We could never think 
about the future in Viet- 
nam,’’ said Mr. Phan. 


‘There was never enough 
time to think with the war. 
You just lived life to pass the 
time."’ 

In the north, the war raged 
for over 30 years and the 
Hoang family only knew war. 

“The war interfered gr- 
eatly with our lives,’’ said 
Mr. Phan. ‘‘All available 
reserves went for the war. 
There was never enough food 
because everything went for 
the war."’ 

He estimates that if they 
had the chance, 80 to 90 
percent of the Vietnamese 
people would escape. The 
only people left, he said, 
would be the communist 
supporters. 

Poverty was a way of life 
and it’s ironic that Mr. 
Hoang and his cousin were 
construction workers, buil- 
ding structures only to be 
bombed in the next air raid. 

They brought no money or 


only some clothes and 
leaving behind only a small 
house and cooking utensils 
for Van Thi Le’s father, the 
only living relation they ‘have 
left in Vietnam. They hope 
that when they're settled 
they'll be able to sponsor his 
immigration to Canada. 


They have no relations in 
Canada to aid them either 
and they're totally on their 
own, Their first order of 
business will be to learn 
English and find work. 

“It is all very strange here, 
but we expected it would not 


be easy,’’ said Mr. Hoang. 
‘We like Canada very much, 
It is beautiful, but what is 
most important, is that we 
are free. We can go where 
we choose and build our life 
the way we have always 
wanted."’

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Utilities to fund 
position at U of A 


Alberta's three major po- 
wer utilities have agreed to 
fund one academic position 
in the department of elec- 
trical engineering at the 
University of Alberta, begin- 
ning this fall. 

About $45,000 will be 
provided annually by Alberta 
Power, Calgary Power and 
Edmonton Power to finance 
salaries, fringe benefits and 
research support for the 
power engineering position 
over a three-year period 

In return, the University of 
Alberta has agreed to fund a 
second similar position, and 
incorporate these positions 
into the regular academic 
body after the initial three- 
year period ends. 

‘Funding of educational 
projects of this nature is not 
normally the responsibility of 
electrical utilities,’’ a power 
utilities spokesman said. 
‘However, we have a strong 
interest in seeing that power 
engineering is given proper 
emphasis in the engineering 
curriculum. Since provision 
of quality electrical power 
service depends upon com- 
petent professional staff able 
to deal effectively with 
complex situations, a power 
engineering program of high 
standards at the University 
of Alberta is absolutely 
essential."’ 

Dr. Myer Horowitz, pre- 
sident of the university, is

enthusiastic about the pro- 
ject. ‘Il might point out that 
precedents for this type of 
public sector involvement do 
exist,’’ he said. ‘‘They in- 
clude the Alberta Oii Sands 
Technology Research Auth- 
ority, Alberta Gas Trunk Line 
sponsorship of academic 
positions in our Faculty of 
Engineering, and the recent 
Winspear Chair in our 
Faculty of Business Admini- 
stration and Commerce."

‘We are also making arr- 
angements to ensure the 
continued involvement of the 
power utilities in teaching 
and research activities re- 
lated to power engineering."’

Bob James, chairman of the 
department of electrical en- 
gineering, and other mem- 
bers of the selection com- 
mittee to screen potential 
candidates for the positions 
in the coming weeks.

1 arrived at 11:30, with my 
trusty Canon A-1, walked in 
to one dance studio where 
Louis was teaching young- 
sters a couple of tap dance 
routines, and began 
snapping away photos. 

Louis is a nice old fellow, 
66 years young, and I stress 
the ‘‘young’’; and as friendly 
as they come. 

After he finished his ses- 
sion with the kids, we settled 
in the staff room for a 
hamburger and coffee, and 
began talking about his life. 

That's where my fascina- 
tion grew and grew. 

Louis, apparently, is high- 
ly regarded in Hollywood, 
(where he lives). He moved 
to there from Oklahoma City 
in 1935, the son of a trouping 
couple, who had owned a 
dance school ever since Louis 
was born. 

I guess Louis was very 
good, good enough to have 
taught people like the Os- 
mond brothers, Mac Davis, 
Doris Day, Ann Miller, Ann

Pat 
had been taking the lessons 
for a few days, when this 
young man, about 16 years 
old and from Texas, came 
one day to begin his own 
lessons. Pat and this young 
man were working side by 
side, with Pat helping the kid 
out on some steps. After the 
session, Louis asked this boy 
if he new who was helping 
him. 

The boy said ‘‘no’’. Louis 
responded with ‘‘Pat Har- 
rington Jr."’ The boy's eyes 
lit up, according to Louis. 
**Pat Harrington Jr.!?’’ The 
young man was overjoyed. 
He was a fan of the ‘One 
Day At A Time’’ show, but 
didn't recognize Harrington 
out of costume and out of 
character, 

But returning to the room 
in which we were sitting, 
Louis answered my question 
about the quality of kids at 
the St. Albert school. ‘‘I’m 
impressed. The kids seem to 


be so... well... adjusted and 


nice.’’ He added ‘‘The older 


kids are quite good, the level 


is very good, very good."’ 
I could tell he meant it, he 


seemed to be having an 
awfulslot of fun. He told me 
that he had looked forward to

this trip to Canada, to meet 
new people. Louis had been 
in Canada only once before. 
That was a long time ago 
when he was 19. He made a 
trip to Toronto. 

He then told me he used to 
teach the new ‘‘Mouse- 
kateers’’ on Walt Disney’s 
TV hit ‘‘The Mickey Mouse 
Club,’’ and he new Donald 
O'Connor since 1941, In fact, 
O'Connor's son had taken 
some lessons from Louis last 
year. 

Gladys Smith, co-owner of 
the school with Alma Hugh- 
es, laughed about how she 
had asked Louis DaPron to 
send her a resume when they 
were searching for a guest 
instructor. She didn’t realize 
who this man was until he 
sent her his credentials, in 
which he was very modest. 
After arriving, Louis casually 
mentioned in conversation 
some of the people he had 
been in contact with through 
his dance teachings. Gladys 
and Alma couldn't believe

their ears! They had struck 
Gold! 

The two other instructors 
are the husband and wife 
team of George and Helen 
May of London, England. 

George is a well known 
choreographer of jazz dan- 
cing in England, and per- 
forms in many BBC TV 
shows and specials, includ- 
ing some of the ones that 
make it to North America. 

Among his credits include 
appearances in several West 
End shows such as ‘‘Man of 
Magic’’ with Stubby Kaye, 
‘*Mama"’ with Ginger Ro- 
gers, ‘‘Cabaret’’ with Lila 
Kedrova, and ‘‘Good Old 
Bad Old Days’’ with Tony 
Newley. His TV career has 
included spots on specials 
with Ann Margaret, Sandy 
Duncan, Leo Sayer, Julie 
Andrews, Nana Mouskouri, 
Bob Hope, Leslie Uggams 
and Rita Moreno. On cellu- 
loid, he danced in **Scrooge’’ 
and ‘‘Oliver.’’ And when he 
isn't doing something like 
that, he teaches with Helen 
at the Laine Theatre Arts 
College in London. 

Helen, on the other hand, 
teaches mostly ballet. But 
she dances jazz in as many 
TV shows as George. 

She recalled one scene she 
did in Paul McCartney's first 
television special a few years 
ago. 

It was a scene where a 
group of dancers were 
painted black on one side of 
their bodies, and white on 
the other. One side was 
made up to look like a 
female, the other like a male. 
She said, ‘‘None of us 
dancers knew who each other 
were. We all looked the 
same. We could only tell 
each other by voice."’ (if you 
saw the program, it was the 
scene where Paul McCartney 
was wearing a ‘‘pinkish’’ 
suit). 

“It was a lot of hard work, 
but a lot of fun.”’ 

About their stay in St. 
Albert, which is sandwiched 
in between a week in Florida 
and some time this week in 
Toronto, Helen said ‘‘It's 
lovely to see the good 
standard.'’ George came in 
with, ‘They get a different 
style of dancing, which is 
good.’’ Back to Helen, 
‘There are no major corr- 
ections to make, because 


they are all good."’ 

We talked some more 
about the St. Albert stu- 
dents, with both George and 
Helen saying the students 
there have not developed any 
bad habits, which they 
seemed to be quite happy 
about. 

George has been dancing 
for 13 years and teaching for 
seven. He used to play a lot 
of soccer when he was in 
school, and his coach told 
him to take dance lessons to 
help his game and co-or- 
dination. He did, and a time 
came when he had to decide 
whether he wanted to pursue 
a career in soccer or dancing. 

“At the time, dancers 
were making more money 
than the players, so I chose 
dancing.’’ He laughed and 
added, ‘‘Now it’s a bit 
different." 

Helen chimed in about 
how, in the mid-sixties, the 
players of Manchester Uni- 
ted Football Club were for- 
ced to take dance lessons. It 
must have worked, because 
Manchester United was the 
terror of the league then, 

Their life was very in- 
teresting to me. As I said 
before, anything to do with 
show biz fascinated me. And 
believe me, I was exiremely 
fascinated. 

I watched them conduct 
some classes, and the stud- 
ents seemed to love every 
minute of their expertise, 
and the manner in which 
they conducted the instruc- 
tion. 
Alma Hughes said to me, 
“The kids wished they 
(Louis, George and Helen) 
could stay forever. 

I suppose it's unfortunate 
that the three were only here 
for one week of guest 
instruction, a lifetime would 
have been much better. 

1 know the students, some 
of which came from other 
areas of Alberta, were as 
fascinated as I was.

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Foreign buying of Alberta land down 


The amount of agricultural 
and recreational land in 
Alberta purchased last year 
by foreign individuals and 
corporations declined by 
almost 96 percent from 1976 
and 90 percent from 1977, 
according to figures released 
by the associate minister of 
public lands and wildlife, 
Bud Miller. 

Parcels acquired in 1978 
totalled 7,061 acres, com- 
pared with 64,180 acres in 
1977 and 159,699 acres in 
1976. 

Mr. Miller said that the 
dramatic decreases were due 
to the introduction of tem- 
porary regulations in Alberta 
in 1977 to restrict the sale of 
prime agricultural and rec- 
reational land to non-Cana- 
dians. Permanent Foreign 
Ownership of Land Regula- 
tions were introduced this 
year. 

Parcels acquired under the 
temporary regulations tot- 
alled 33,037 acres, of which 
27,188 acres were due to the 
principle of no retroactivity 
in the regulations. This 
meant that agreements rea- 
ched or in negotiation prior 
to April 26, 1977 were 
allowed to be completed, Of 
the balance, 3,129 acres were 
transferred on the basis of 
estate settlements, 1,131 
acres were for resource- 
related developments, and 
318 acres for such uses as 
new home subdivisions and 
industrial location. The final 
1,271 were exchanged acre 
for acre for farm consoli- 
dation, 

During the period of the 
temporary regulations, 35 
Orders in Council making 
exemptions under the re- 
gulations were passed. 
These accounted for 10,145 
acres of the 33,037 acres 
acquired. The remaining 
22,892 acres were allowed 
due to exemptions built into 
the regulations, 

Rural land acquired by 
permanent residents (those 
granted landed immigrant 
status) has remained vir- 
tually constant, In the last 
seven months of 1975 there 
were 22,917 acres acquired 
by permanent residents. For 
1976, 1977 and 1978, the 
figures were 30,893, 33,660 
and 29,659 respectively.

The amount of urban 
property acquired by for- 
eigners has remained fairly 


constant as well over the last 
three years. During the last 
seven months of 1975, 15 


percent of total urban pro- 
perty valued over $150,000 
that was sold was acquired 


by foreigners. In 1976 this 
figure dropped to 7.4 per- 
cent, moved up to 8.5 


percent in 1977, and then 
dropped back to 7.3 percent 
in 1978.

WHAT DOES CLOTHING 
MEAN TO A CHILD? 


A well dressed 6 to 12 year 
old child is better mannered, 
more self-confident and less 
rowdy than a poorly dressed 
one. As children approach 
school age and enter a world 
of playmates and classrooms, 
their dress should suit the 
role they will be expected to 
perform. The clothes they 
wear play a part in their 
adjustment in social growth 
and influence their mental 
health. 

Children want certain th- 
ings in their clothes which 
help them in this social 
development. 

*Desire to Conform: The 
child wants his clothes to 
conform to the style worn by 
his playmates. The school 
age child is intensely mot- 
ivated to gain acceptance 
from his peer group. If a 
child is dressed very diff- 
erently from his associates 
he becomes self conscious 
and has a feeling of anxiety 
and inferiority. These char- 
acteristics often carry over 
into adulthood. 

Children need to develop 
socially. Clothing can help 
the child in his social de- 
velopment with children his 
own age, school teachers and 
others. Children at this age, 
especially girls, become in- 
dependent and opinionated 
concerning what they will or 
will not wear. Conforming to 
the group is still important, 
but there also is evidence of a 
desire to be different which 
makes for unpredictable be- 
havior. 

*Easy To Manipulate: A 
child wants his clothes to be 
easy to manipulate. Children 
may become impatient if 
dressing takes too long or if 
they have to obtain help in 
dressing. ‘‘Self-help feat- 
ures’’ and ‘‘like friends’’ 
seem more important for the 
daughters than the mothers. 
Their clothes should en- 
courage independence in 
dressing and give them

confidence in doing for 
themselves. 

*Comfort Important: A 
child wants his clothes to be 
comfortable. The most dis- 
liked clothes are those which 
hinder muscular skills. Loo- 
sely fitting garments bought 
for a child to grow into are 
just as disturbing as those 
which are too tight. Clothing 
purchased too large also may 
become faded or worn 
looking by the time the child 
grows into them. Poor fit is 
the reason most frequently 
given by young children for 
not wearing their clothes. 
Many mothers place more 
emphasis in children’s clo- 
thing on appearance than 
comfort. Lightweight clothes 
are desirable. Heavy, bulky 
clothes are awkward to 
handle and excess weight 
tires a child at play. 

*Durability: Clothes for 
children should be durable 
and capable of standing hard 
wear. A_ child is not 
interested in a dainty, fragile 
garment if it means that he 
must sacrifice fun to wear it. 
Today, fashion in commercial 
clothing, especially for girls, 
seems to take precedence 
over durability, comfort and 
suitability of design for the 
age of the child. Read the 
clothing lable to look for 
fibers that are either cotton 
or polyester or a blend of 
these two fibers. The clo- 
thing should also be easy to 
launder, Check the care 
labelling. 

*Attractive Features: A 
child desires clothes that are 


attractive. The school-age 
child wants attention if it is 
favorable. The fear of being 
laughed at is one of his 
greatest fears. Social app- 
roval is most important to the 
school-age child. Attractive 
clothes affect the child’s own 
behavior as well as the 
behavior of the group toward 
the child. The basis for 
fashion is determined largely 
by what members of his 
group are wearing. 

The older elementary 
school child still wants com- 
fort in clothes; however, he 
begins to show an interest in 
style. The younger child 
prefers bright colors and 
decorative effects, while the 
other child tends to select 
pale colors and more simple 
designs. Suitable clothes can 
make childhood a delightful 
period. They may contribute 
to developing the character 
and self-confidence of the 
child. Clothes may influence 
his mental health by en- 
couraging him to accept 
responsibility, to co-operate 
and to contribute.

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Natives finally receive treaty entitlement 


Under the terms of a 1977 
federal-provincial agreement 
with Saskatchewan on out- 
Standing treaty entitlements, 
a 9,60S acre parcel of federal 
Crown land has been added 
to La Plonge Indian Reserve 
No. 192. The land, for the 
use and benefit of the 
English River Band, is adja- 
cent to the reserve and is the 
first parcel of land to be 
transferred under the agree- 
ment to Indian reserve 
status. 

La Plonge Reserve No. 
192, located 150 miles north- 
west of Prince Albert, was 
set apart for the English 
River Band in 1930. Prior to 
this recent transfer the band 
held six reserves comprising 
15,631 acres of land. Under 
the terms of the 1977 
federal-provincial agreement 
the English River band is 


entitled to an additional 
44,145 acres, of which this 
recent transfer forms a part. 

The question of outstand- 
ing treaty land entitlements 
has been of long duration in 
all three prairie provinces. 
Under the provisions of the 
treaties signed between Ca- 
nada and the Indian people 
in Manitoba, Saskatchewan 
and Alberta between 1871 
and 1906, reserve lands were 
to be set aside for the Indian 
bands which were signator- 
ies. However, while most 
bands did receive full land 
entitlement under treaty, 
some did not. 

This situation was recog- 
nized in the 1930 Natural 
Resources Transfer Agree- 
ments between Canada and 
the prairie provinces. At that 
time, the provinces assumed 
an obligation to set aside, out 


of unoccupied Crown lands 
which had been transferred 
by Canada to the provinces, 
such lands as would enable 
the federal government to 
fulfill its obligations under 
the treaties. 

The process, however, has 
never been completed. At 
the request of Saskatchewan 
bands, and in view of federal 
government policy to fulfill 
its responsibilities flowing 
from the relevant Indian 
treaties, in 1975 the Minister 
of Indian and Northern 
Affairs approached the three 
prairie provinces, requesting 
their co-operation in settling 
this situation. 

After consultation with the 
Federation of Saskatchewan 
Indians, the province pre- 
sented a proposal to the 
federal government for con- 
sideration. In 1977 agree-

31, 1976, multiplied by the 
per capita acreage as set out 
in the applicable treaty in 
Saskatchewan, less the am- 
ount of reserve lands which

have already been received. 

Of the 68 bands in Sask- 
atchewan, the F.S.I. has 
advanced land entitlement 
claims for 25 bands. To date, 
15 bands have been involved 
in selecting lands which 
might be added to their 
reserves. These bands are 
the Canoe Lake, English 
River, Witchekan Lake, Pet- 
er Ballantyne, Fond du Lac,

Stony Rapids, One Arrow, 
Red Pheasant, Keeseekoose, 
Muskowekwan, Piapot, Lu- 
cky Man, Nikaneet, Thun- 
derchild and Little Pine. The 
total land involved could be 
in the range of one million 
acres. Discussions are con- 
tinuing to finalize the iden- 
tification of which bands are 
entitled to receive land under 
treaty.

DIFFERENT SOLUTIONS 


There are, of course, a 
number of different solutions 
to the problem but, in 
general, two work best.

“STOP & GO” 


In ‘‘stop and go’ traffic, 
turn on the fan and heater as 
soon as the car shows signs 
of overheating.

‘*neutral’’ and step on the 
gas pedal very lightly with 
both the fan and heater on 
“high.’’ This makes the 
engine run slightly faster 
than a normal idle and will 
dissipate the heat at a much

Post Office issues 


Inuit stamps 


Canada Post will issue four 
new 17-cent postage stamps 
in its Inuit commemorative 
series September 13. This 
issue continues the Inuit 
series begun in 1977 with the 
theme of hunting and con- 
tinued in 1978 with the 
theme of travel. 

Two of the new stamps 
will carry the theme of 
‘*shelter’’ and two the theme 
of ‘‘community"’ (people to- 
gether). 

On one of the shelter 
stamps, an Inuit soapstone 
sculpture from Povungnituk 
depicts the winter igloo; and 
on the companion stamp, a 
Cape Dorset Inuit print 
shows a summer tent. 

The community theme is 
conveyed on one stamp by 
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two Repulse Bay soapstone 
sculptures depicting the Inuit 
Drum Dance, while the 
companion stamp uses a 
Holman Island print called 
‘The Dance,"’ 

All four stamps were 
designed by Reinhard Der- 
reth. An issue of 20 million of 
each will be printed in five 
colour lithography. 

The pane layout of both 
shelter and community panes 
is SO stamps se tenant, with 
each of the two stamps of the 
pane appearing alternately 
across and down the pane, 
checkerboard fashion. 

As with previous stamps in 
the series, the aim of Canada 
Post is to portray the Inuit 
way of life as seen through 
the eyes of Inuit artists.

Press banned from meetings 


MD Council voted last 
Thursday to close all comm- 
ittee meetings to the press 
and public from now on. The 
motion to hold such meetings 
in camera was made by 
Councillor Walter Wolansky. 

Committee meetings can 
make recommendations only, 


which must then come before 
a regular and open meeting 
of council for adoption. 
However, if held in camera, 
it would no longer be 
possible for the public to 
hear, or for the press to 
report, the discussions held 
and the positions taken by 
individual councillors during 
meetings which can set MD 
policies. Only the voting 
would need to be done when 
a committee recommenda- 
tion came before council at a 
regular meeting. 

Comments at Thursday's 
meeting cast some doubts on 
how factual the Gazette's 
reporting was. No specific 
incident was discussed, but 
some comments were made 
before the meeting convened 
about an editorial which 
appeared August 9. It sugg- 
ested that MD councillors 
were shifting some of their 
responsibilities to the public 
works department. 

The editorial was based on 
the following motion passed 
at the August 2 meeting: **... 
that the department of public 
works (see box) set up some 
criteria... on roads in 
subdivisions, thereby taking 
some responsibility off in- 
dividual councillors."’ 

When last Thursday's 
meeting convened the edi- 


torial wasn’t mentioned. 
However two councillors did 
comment that the newspaper 
didn’t appear to be per- 
forming its role as a news 
vehicle.

Said Councillor Lawrence 
Kluthe, ‘'l would suggest the 
newspaper report the news 
rather than create the 
news.'’

Gazette retracts 


There is a great deal of difference between MD 
council having its Public Works COMMITTEE 
set up criteria on roads in subdivisions, and 
having the Public Works DEPARTMENT set up 
criteria.

ram, when contacted later, 
felt the press was being 
discriminated against with 
the motion.

What is needed he said, is a comprehensive 
overall plan, taking into account the great 
differences between individual parcels, with 
only a few country residences, such as are 
common in Division 6, and large subdivisions 
covering many acres. Only so many miles of 
road can be improved in a given season. 


Therefore, said Mr. Van de Walle, it was 
completely natural for council to ask the public 
works committee to gather information and 
prepare suggestions on the matter for council. 


It is perhaps unfortunate that Councillor Clay 
Crozier's motion to have this done included the 
phrase “thereby taking some responsibility off 
individual councillors,” which prompted the 
editorial comment. Sometimes what a person 
says does not come out quite the way it was 
intended, which happens to a lot of us. 


The Gazette hopes that the MD Council will 
reconsider its move to close committee 
meetings, which we believe would be best for 
all concerned - councillors, the paper and the 
readers. 


Council comments on annexations 


MD council is opposing an 
annexation bid in Gibbons 
but is delaying its decision on 
whether to oppose or support 
annexation in Legal. 

Legal’s proposal involves 
80 acres southeast of the 
village and comes on the 
heels of a previous annexa- 
tion involving 200 acres 
made three months ago. The 
Local Authorities Board 
(LAB) still hasn't made a 
decision on whether to 
approve or refuse this re- 
quest. 


This second annexation is 
only in the planning stages 
and hasn't even come before 
village council, though plan- 
ning consultants have had 
preliminary discussions with 
the Edmonton Regional PI- 
anning Commission.

Road conditions 
prompt meeting 


The MD's Public Works 
Committee and the Sturgeon

‘IT have some difficulty 
with the (upgrading) motion 
because it (the board's letter) 
is so general,’’ added Coun- 
cillor Lawrence Kluthe. ‘‘It 
really doesn't say anything."’ 
A more specific idea of which 
roads need work is essential, 
he said, and the best solution 
is a meeting of bus drivers 
and public works represen- 
tatives.

Residents meet with MD 
No satisfaction guaranteed

Residents of Hewitt Es- 
tates, an acreage subdivision 
northeast of Morinville, 
chose a low key approach 
when they met with MD 
Council last Thursday to 
discuss concerns they have 
with conditions in their area, 
especially roads. In the end, 
they left only partially 
placated that some of their 
requests would at least be 
looked into, 

Don Tufford, spokesman 
for the group, many of whom 
brought their children, re- 
quested an accounting of 
taxes; where the money was 
being spent and most impor- 
tantly where the $500 off site 
levy charged to developers 
had gone. 

“There is a problem with 
our road system; it’s the 
pits,’’ he said. ‘‘There are 
some oiled sections but there 
are pot holes everywhere,"’ 

Where there aren't pot 
holes, he said, roads take on 
a washboard effect, making 
it impossible to drive and 
causing frequent car repairs. 

‘It just seems the MD's 
getting a lot of extra tax 
assessment but our roads 
aren't very good,’’ said Mr. 
Tufford. ‘‘It brings us back to 
our original question. Where 
is our tax money going?” 

Reeve Bill Flynn could 
only give vague answers that 
their tax money ‘‘goes into

general revenue, distributed 
throughout the municipal- 
ity, the same as everyone 
else’s."’ 

This isn’t the first time the 
issue of Hewitt Estates’ 
roads has come before coun- 
cil. Walter Jerram, councillor 
for the area where the sub- 
division is located, brought it 
up at a development com- 
mittee meeting several 
weeks ago, but was told that 
Public Works would look into 
the matter of all subdivision 
roads. 

The MD's policy is to pave 
subdivision roads only when 
the area is 75 percent 
occupied. Hewitt Estates is} 
slightly over S50 percent 
developed, though construc- 
tion is continuing. 

Residents present at the 
meeting agreed with the 
MD's recommendation that 
most of construction be 
completed before roads are 
paved, though they did 
wonder what type of main- 
tenance was planned for 
these and the two access 
roads leading out from the 
subdivision. 

Most acreage owners 
commute to Edmonton and 
use 50th Street or the last 
three miles of SR 642 from 
Morinville to link up with 
Highway 28. These two roads 
are in poor condition because 
of truck traffic going into 
construction sites in the

New phone system 


for Bon Accord 


Residents of Bon Accord 
and surrounding area will 
notice a change in their 
telephone dial tone at noon 
Thursday, when Alberta 
Government Telephones 
(AGT) replaces older tele- 
phone switching equipment 
with a new solid state 
system. 

The equipment located in 
AGT's new building on Bon 
Accord’s main street, will 
mean calls will be completed 
more quickly and quietly. 

One difference in addition 
to the dial tone that sub- 
s.tibers will notice right 
away is that long distance 
calls via the Direct Distance 
Dialing method will be put 
through automatically, rath- 
er than have the operator 
come on the line to provide 
assistance. 

The system has not elim- 
inated party lines, though it 
does have the capacity to do 
so, 
The $911,800 project, 
which includes the cost of 
installing cable and the new 
building, uses solid state 
electronic components and a 
computer to process tele- 
phone calls, instead of 
thousands of moving parts 
formerly needed to do the 
same job. 

Equipment was designed 
by Northern Telecom Canada 
Ltd. based in Bramalea, 
Ontario and Northern's tech- 
nician John Clarke worked 
for five weeks with AGT 
installers Barry Sideroff and 
Bill Harrison to bring the 
system into operation. 

The system is one of only 
four in Alberta, with the 
three others located in 


Wembly, Olds and Rocky 
Mountain House. Eventually 
all present telephone equip- 
ment now operated by AGT 
will be phased out in favor of 
the solid state components. 

At present, the village's 
850 telephones are served by 
the old switching system run 
from ‘two small trailers 
located at the AGT yards just 
off Highway 28. With 800 
installed telephone lines, the 
new system will have the 
capacity to meet Bon Acc- 
ord's telephone service de- 
mands for the next seven 
years. AGT expects an 
annual growth in service 
demands of about eight per 
cent or approximately 55 
telephone lines a year. 

The system is designed to 
be relatively maintenance 
free with more reliable 
switching. The exchange 
itself will be left unattended 
and any trouble on the lines 
can be corrected from AGT's 
main office in Edmonton by 
putting the caller on a 
stand-by line. Damaged cir- 
cuits will then be replaced 
through regular maintenance 
checks.

The Edmonton Oilers came through with some 
outstanding hockey entertainment, and ‘‘nearly’’ 
clinched the last ever Avco Cup. The Edmonton Eskimos 
are going strong, as usual, and the Edmonton Drillers 
have recently completed their first year in the North 
American Soccer League (even though the team began as 
the Connecticut Bi-Centennials, later moving to 
Oakland). 

Now that the dust has cleared from Commonwealth 
Stadium, let's take a look at what the future holds in 
store for the Drillers. (Next week I'll do the same for the 
Oilers). 

The biggest addition to the Drillers line-up is the theft 
of Graham Leggat from Carling O'Keefe. Leggat is, 
without a doubt, a top notch man. He’s well versed in the 
proceedings of a pro soccer club, both European and 
Canadian, having coached the Toronto Metros in its 
inaugural year, and the Aston Villa club in England. 

There's only one way to go with a man like Leggat. . . 
and that’s up. 

Looking to the players, standout defenders Dwight 
Lodgeweges and Joe Raduka have signed three year 
contracts, while midfielder and foward Gudgeir Leifsson 
has also done the same. 

Lorenze Hilkes, the spark plug of the Edmonton 
offence, has one more year to go in his contract, but the 
Drillers are trying to sign him to a longer pact. 

Jan Endeman, the goalkeeper on loan from the Go 
Ahead Eagles in Holland, is currently playing with the 
Eagles at the moment. Proceedings are currently 
underway to sign the young netminder. Earlier, the 
Eagles had emphatically refused to sell Endeman to 
Edmonton, but the former has recently signed a top free 
agent keeper, shedding a little bit of a different light on 
the situation. 

Andy Atuegbu, the colorful and exciting midfielder, 
came to Edmonton from Oakland with a four year 
contract. He has two years remaining. 

Hans Kraay Jr. is currently playing for Excelsior of the 
Dutch Honor League, but it’s reported from the Drillers 
office that he’s close to signing a one year deal, and 
possibly three years. 

Looking to the Canadians that will be around for next 
year, Paul Roe and Drew Ferguson are good bets to 
return. Bruce Twamley will come to camp next spring to 
try and earn a spot. If he does, he'll sign a contract. Gord 
Manzini’s position is ‘‘shaky'’ according to one source 
within the Drillers organization. 

All the other players from last year are question 
marks. The job of determining who else will come here 
lies with the new coach, who that will be is another good 
question. 

The new coach will be looking at game films made 
from the CFRN-TV tapes of the televised games, and he 
will decide the future of some of the players. 

However, it's a good bet that Jan Goosens will be 
asked to return, along with Alex Schoenmaker. 

Henning Jensen is getting a little old, and while he 
played well for the Drillers (and San Jose, he was 
acquired during mid-season), he wasn't spectacular. He 
may not be asked to come back, 

I'm quite sure that Peter Arnautoff, an American and 
the back-up goalkeeper, won't be asked back, Former 
coach Hans Kraay Sr. didn't play Arnautoff once during 
his tenure, and I'm sure he had a good reason. As far as 
I'm concerned, the one game he did play while Joe 
Petrone was the interim coach proved what Kraay had 
suspected. Arnautoff wasn’t good enough for the NASL, 
despite being a top draft choice, 

Other players not mentioned so far include Ron 
Klinkenberg, who should be asked back to training 
camp, Bogdan Turudija, who shouldn't be asked back; 
Ron Ouwehand, currently playing alongside Kraay Jr. 
with Excelsior in Holland but shouldn't be asked to 
return; Derek Evans, a young player from San Jose State 
who should be kept to play in the reserve team; Lee 
Atack, a defender who may be able to keep a spot on the 
1980 team; and John Anton, who should be asked back 
because his youth and speed may turn out to be a huge 
asset in the future. Anton, also known as ‘‘Super Sub,” 
is an exciting player to watch and can serve as a 
“spark plug,’’ much in the same manner Hilkes does. 

The reserve team, under the watchful eye of Joe 
Petrone, may possibly play in the Alberta Major Soccer 
League. The team should have several young Albertans 
as well as a few Driller youngsters playing, all waiting to
